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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The After Final Amendment changes the scope of the claims requireing further serach and consideration. 
Applicant's argument that Fallon (US 6,597,812) does not teach 'registering a digital signature being a value returned from a predetermined 
function taken over a predefined range of content, the predefined range of content is in correlation with said reference points' is not 
persuasive. To treat the argument Applicant's attention is directed to Fallon column 8 lines 27-40. In summary, "If there are at least s 
consecutively similar characters in the input stream (reference point) . . . then code words representing the run length sequence 
(predetermined function) are output (in correlation with said reference point). ... the encoded run-length sequence comprises the 
predefined control code "1" followed by the control code word for the character stored in C, which is then followed by the number of 
consecutive characters that were found in the input stream to match the character in C (predetermined range)". Therefore, Fallon teaches a 
range of content returned from a predetermined function taken over a predefined range of content in correlation with a reference point. 
Applicant's further arguments depend upon the unentered amendment and do not require treatment. 
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
